7.       Report  of  the  General  Manager 
Capital  Improvement  Program 

Steven  Carmichael,  Director,  Bureau  of  Finance,  handed  copies  of  the  draft  Financial 
Master  Plan,  a  list  of  all  current  capital  projects,  and  the  Ten-Year  Capital  Improvement 
Program  to  the  Commission.  Mr.  Carmichael  stated  that  staff  will  bring  these  matters 
back  to  the  Commission  at  the  next  meeting.  However,  if  interest  rates  go  up,  the 
financing  master  plan  and  long  range  capital  plan  will  not  be  scheduled  until  the  last 
meeting  of  October.  Mr.  Carmichael  stated  that  interest  rates  look  good  and  it  will  be 
in  the  City's  best  interest  to  refinance  our  1992  bonds.  Mr.  Moran  indicated  that  staff 
would  be  scheduling  an  agenda  item  for  the  next  meeting  to  get  the  Commission's 
approval  to  pursue  refinancing  of  bonds  at  the  appropriate  time. 

Roles,  Responsibilities  and  Staffing  Requirements 

Mr.  Moran  noted  that  staff  submitted  a  report  to  the  Department  of  Health  Services 
(DOHS)  regarding  the  Roles,  Responsibilities  and  Staffing  Requirements  of  the  Water 
Quality  and  Water  Supply  &  Treatment  Divisions.  The  report  was  submitted  in 
compliance  with  a  condition  of  citation  issued  by  DOHS.  Mr.  Moran  pointed  out  that 
the  report  was  a  preliminary  recommendation  on  what  our  staffing  pattern  should  look 
like  and  staff  will  review  it  extensively  before  considering  it  as  part  of  the  budget.

Items  numbered  11-15  were  taken  collectively  by  the  Commission  as  they  all  relate  to  the 
FERC  litigation  plan  concerning  water  and  power  issues.  Mr.  Moran  commented  that  the 
Commission  had  previously  directed  staff  to  schedule  discussion  on  these  contracts  for  a 
meeting  when  a  full  Commission  is  anticipated;  however,  there  is  work  that  needs  to  be 
completed.  Mr.  Lawrence  T.  Klein,  General  Manager.  Hetch  Hetchy  Water  &  Power, 
requested  approval  of  contract  modifications  for  David  M.  Dornbusch  (Item  11)  and  Ronald 
Yoshiyama  (Item  12)  as  these  contracts  require  extension  of  time  at  no  additional  costs.  Mr. 
Klein  requested  approval  of  part  of  the  amount  requested  for  Grueneich  Resource  Advocates 
(Item  13)  and  Henwood  Energy  Services,  Inc.  (Item  14)  to  provide  funding  for  work  that  needs 
to  be  done  in  the  interim  and  extending  the  contract  with  Bookman  Edmonston  (Item  15)  to 
October  31,  1996. 

Moved  by  Commissioner  Werbe,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Otsea,  to  adopt  Items  1 1  and 
12  as  submitted,  and  Items  13,  14  and  15  as  amended  ;  carried  (4-0)  unanimously.

Mr.  Moran  stated  that  staff  is  proposing  to  remove  Item  17  from  the  agenda  to  allow 
more  time  for  staff  to  resolve  issues  addressed  by  the  Commission  at  the  last  meeting. 

Commissioner  Otsea  stated  that  the  matter  has  to  be  acted  on  today  so  that  Friends 
of  Sterling  Park  could  get  the  grant  application  to  San  Francisco  Beautiful  on  time.  She 
expressed  support  of  Sterling  Parks'  proposal  as  it  would  improve  the  condition  of  the 
park  at  no  cost  to  the  City.  Mr.  John  Mullane,  General  Manager  of  the  Water 
Department,  commented  that  the  proposal  called  for  short  term  maintenance  work  and 
does  not  involve  any  structural  work.  He  stated  that  the  proposal  is  favorable  to  the 
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City  as  it  does  not  cost  us  any  money  and  it  would  ultimately  decrease  our  liabilities 
from  injuries  in  the  park. 

President  Makras  explained  that  there  was  a  concern  on  whether  the  Commission 
should  approach  this  issue  by  setting  a  policy  based  on  what  is  beneficial  for  our 
properties.  He  said  setting  a  policy  would  give  the  Commission  better  direction  in 
dealing  with  similar  requests  in  the  future. 

The  Commission  agreed  to  calendar  this  item  at  the  next  regular  meeting  on 
September  24,  1996.  Commissioner  Otsea  suggested  that  staff  advise  the  Friends  of 
Sterling  Park  and  San  Francisco  Beautiful  that  the  matter  is  still  up  for  consideration 
by  the  Commission.

Harry  L.  Jameson,  AFC  Contractors,  commented  that  some  contractors  do  not  pay  the 
prevailing  wage  for  cement  masons  and  do  not  pay  to  any  apprenticeship  program.  He 
asked  what  the  percentage  of  work  is  let  out  to  ethnic  groups  and  African-American 
contractors. 

Mr.  Cockburn  commented  that  for  DPW  contracts,  staff  monitors  compliance  of 
prevailing  wages  through  certified  payroll  sheets  and  interviewing  contractors  and 
employees.  He  stated  that  there  is  a  penalty  process  for  those  who  do  not  meet  the 
prevailing  wage. 

Mr.  Cockburn  noted  that  last  year,  out  of  $7  million  worth  of  sewer  contracts,  about 
35%  of  the  contracts  and  31%  of  the  total  contract  value  were  awarded  to  minority 
owned  contractors  and  out  of  that  group  there  were  two  African-American  contractors. 
This  year  out  of  15  contracts,  five  were  awarded  to  minority  owned  contractors,  one  of 
which  is  an  African-American  contractor. 

President  Makras  suggested  adding  a  language  in  the  resolution  that  the  award  of  the 
contract  is  conditioned  upon  staff's  determination  that  Clarke  Construction  Co.  meets 
prevailing  wage  requirements  and  had  become  a  signatory  to  an  apprenticeship 
program.

Mr.  Gary  Dowd,  Manager  of  the  Bureau  of  Commercial 
Land  Mangement,  stated  that  the  permit  now  requires  YMCA  to  provide  temporary  toilet 
facilities  in  the  area.

He  stated  that  staff 
should  notify  the  permittee  of  any  complaints  received  regarding  their  use  of  the 
property.  Staff  will  consider  those  complaints  when  the  permit  comes  up  for  renewal 
next  year.

Report  of  the  General  Manager 
Bond  Refinancing 

Anson  B.  Moran,  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  noted  that  the  agenda  item 
that  would  authorize  refunding  of  bonds  was  not  on  today's  agenda  because  the 
final  bond  documents  were  not  ready  and  by  law  the  Commission  or  any  governing 
board  cannot  approve  bond  documents  that  are  not  in  final  form. 

Mr.  Moran  reported  that  the  presentations  with  the  bond  rating  agencies  went  well. 
He  said  the  agencies  expressed  their  opinion  that  it  was  an  aggressive  capital 
program  and  it  would  take  significant  financing  and  rate  increases.  They  expressed 
concern  over  whether  the  current  administration  would  be  willing  to  support  the 
necessary  rate  increases  to  secure  the  bonds. 
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Automatic  Customer  Payment  System 

Mr.  Moran  reported  that  the  Water  Department  had  developed  an  automatic 
customer  payment  system  for  water  bills.  He  stated  that  the  program  will  pay  for 
itself  by  way  of  interests  earned  from  accelerated  payment  streams.  The  City 
Treasurer  who  is  responsible  for  cash  management  for  the  City  would  implement 
the  program. 

MFAC  Awards 

Mr.  Moran  reported  that  Matthew  Gass  from  Hetch  Hetchy  Water  &  Power  was  one 
of  the  three  award  winners  of  the  Mayor's  Fiscal  Advisory  Committee  (MFAC)  Public 
Managerial  Excellence  Awards.  President  Normandy  directed  staff  to  send  a 
congratulatory  letter  to  Matt  Gass  on  behalf  of  the  Commission. 

Sunset  Reservoir 

Mr.  Moran  stated  that  staff  met  with  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  yesterday 
regarding  the  use  of  Sunset  Reservoir's  roof  for  recreational  purposes.  The  group 
discussed  the  objectives  of  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department,  and  PUC's 
concerns  about  sanitary  issues.  Mr.  Moran  stated  that  the  Department  of  Health 
Services  advised  that  this  kind  of  multiple  use  is  possible  if  it  is  properly  designed. 
Staff  would  return  to  the  Commission  with  a  proposal  to  adopt  a  resolution 
authorizing  staff  to  pursue  the  idea.  The  next  step  in  the  process  is  the  conceptual 
engineering  phase  to  determine  the  increase  in  construction  costs  based  on  the 
cost  of  replacing  the  roof  for  seismic  purposes  and  the  additional  costs  related  to 
multiple  use. 

Commissioner  Werbe  suggested  looking  into  the  possibility  of  portable  housing  on 
top  of  some  of  our  reservoirs. 

Skyline  Quarry  and  Detonation  of  Explosives 

A  letter  was  distributed  to  the  Commission  regarding  the  unpermitted  use  of  the 
Peninsula  watershed  land  at  the  Old  Skyline  Quarry  for  detonation  and  storage  of 
explosives  by  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department.  Mr.  Moran  stated  that  this  use 
was  not  consistent  with  current  environmental  laws.  The  Police  Department  would 
be  requesting  issuance  of  a  permit  for  the  use  of  the  quarry  while  they  are  looking 
for  an  alternative  site.  Commissioner  Otsea  suggested  that  the  Police  Department 
use  the  Airport's  firing  range  that  the  Sheriff's  office  currently  uses  for  detonating 
explosives. 
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Sunol  Water  Temple 

Mr.  Moran  reported  that  there  had  been  reports  in  the  media  that  PUC  was  not 
going  to  refurbish  the  Sunol  Water  Temple  but  intended  to  demolish  it  in  the  future. 
President  Normandy  commented  that  last  year  the  Commission  voted  to  support  a 
grant  application  for  the  renovation  of  the  temple  but  the  grant  was  turned  down. 
He  said  staff  was  still  looking  at  other  options  for  restoring  the  temple  without  using 
ratepayers  money. 

Crosstown  Tunnel 

Mr.  Moran  reported  on  a  news  article  regarding  the  Crosstown  Tunnel.  The  tunnel 
is  a  part  of  the  City's  wastewater  master  plan  that  was  anticipated  to  transport  storm 
water  flow  from  the  eastern  side  of  the  city  to  the  west  side  so  that  it  could  be 
treated  and  released  through  the  ocean  outfall.  The  Bernal  Heights  community  had 
been  opposed  to  this  plan  due  to  concerns  about  tunneling  and  odor  concerns.  Mr. 
Moran  stated  that  this  issue  was  linked  to  studies  of  which  PUC  was  a  part,  to  take 
highly  treated  waste  water  and  move  it  east  to  the  Central  Valley.  One  option  that 
was  suggested  and  had  been  criticized  by  environmental  groups  was  to  take 
Central  Valley  agricultural  drainage  and  pump  it  west  through  the  City  system 
through  the  ocean  outfall. 

Mr.  Moran  advised  that  there  were  two  resolutions  being  introduced  by  Supervisor 
Kevin  Shelley  at  the  Board  of  Supervisors  today.  One  was  to  call  for  a  new  round  of 
studies  for  the  next  phase  in  the  development  of  the  Clean  Water  Program  and  the 
other  resolution  was  to  make  it  a  city  policy  not  to  pursue  any  alternatives  that 
would  take  Central  Valley  agricultural  drainage  through  the  City's  system  to  the 
ocean.  Mr.  Moran  stated  that  it  was  expected  that  the  Board  would  adopt  the  two 
resolutions.

Also,  he  asked  whether  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  would 
pay  the  additional  costs.  Mr.  Moran  stated  that  staff  would  be  looking  at  the 
feasibility  of  mixed  use  at  some  time.  He  said  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department 
had  requested  use  of  this  particular  site  for  a  long  time  and  since  the  roof  is 
scheduled  for  strengthening,  staff  would  try  to  incorporate  mixed  use  in  the 
conceptual  design. 

Commissioner  Otsea  suggested  discussing  the  change  of  use  of  the  reservoir  with 
the  neighbors  around  the  Sunset  Reservoir. 

Moved  by  Commissioner  Cook,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Otsea,  to  adopt  Item  9, 
passed  (4-0)  unanimously.

President 
Normandy  emphasized  that  the  resolution  gives  direction  to  staff  to  take  steps  to 
determine  the  scope  of  work  necessary  to  restore  the  temple.  He  stated  that  he  too 
objects  to  linking  the  restoration  of  the  temple  with  any  other  issues. 
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In  response  to  Commissioner  Otsea's  query,  Ms.  Stiliman  stated  that  the  citizens  of 
Sunol  would  be  willing  to  contribute  financially  to  the  restoration  of  the  temple.

Captain  Paul  Feyling  of  the  San  Mateo  County  Sheriffs  Office  stated  that  there  was 
a  history  of  criminal  activities  around  the  Pulgas  Temple  in  the  past  and  they  are 
concerned  that  opening  the  temple  to  the  public  would  result  in  crimes  recurring  in 
the  area.  Mr.  Feyling  stated  that  if  the  temple  would  be  open  to  the  public  on 
weekends,  he  suggests  providing  extra  security  services  during  the  time  that  the 
parking  lot  is  open  for  the  safety  of  the  people  and  parked  vehicles.  He  said  that 
the  San  Mateo  County  Sheriff  would  still  patrol  the  area  but  they  would  need  extra 
support  when  things  get  out  of  hand.  Mr.  Moran  noted  that  the  Temple  was  closed 
in  response  to  community  concerns  about  safety  and  law  enforcement  issues  and  if 
public  access  is  allowed,  we  would  need  to  address  security  issues. 

Commissioner  Werbe  suggested  that  staff  check  the  cost  to  provide  security 
services  at  the  Temple  and  verify  the  prevailing  wage  for  security  personnel. 
President  Normandy  suggested  expanding  the  policy  to  regulate  public  access  not 
only  for  the  Pulgas  Temple  but  also  for  the  Sunol  Temple.  Commissioner  Cook 
requested  a  written  document  from  the  San  Mateo  Sheriffs  Office  expressing  their 
concerns  and  any  recommendations  they  can  provide  to  staff  in  this  regard.  Mr. 
Moran  stated  that  staff  would  return  to  the  Commission  with  a  report  that  covers  the 
issues  raised  by  members  of  the  Commission. 

Commissioner  Otsea  moved,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Cook,  to  continue  Item  11 
to  the  next  regular  meeting  on  October  22,  1996;  passed  (4-0)  unanimously.

In  response  to  Commissioner  Cook's  query 
regarding  other  alternatives  for  access,  Mr.  Goldstein  stated  that  a  ramp  alternative 
would  not  be  feasible  as  it  would  cause  them  to  lose  parking  spaces.  He  said 
cutting  the  berm  was  the  least  expensive,  safest  and  fastest  alternative 
recommended  by  an  outside  engineering  firm  they  hired.   Garrett  Dowd,  Manager 
Bureau  of  Commercial  Land  Management,  stated  that  the  parking  spaces  that  woulc 
be  lost  by  using  a  ramp  would  be  augmented  in  the  entire  south  basin. 
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David  Pilpel,  representing  the  San  Francisco  League  of  Conservation  Voters  and 
the  Sierra  Club,  commented  opposing  the  proposal  to  cut  the  berm  to  allow  for 
additional  parking.  He  stated  that  City  College  had  not  actively  promoted  the  City's 
"Transit  First"  policy  and  that  there  was  no  general  parking  crisis  in  the  area  that 
merits  the  proposed  action.  He  said  the  College  decreased  the  parking  permit  fee 
per  semester  and  that  resulted  in  an  increase  in  demand  for  parking. 

Anita  Theohoris,  President  of  Westwood  Park  Association,  commented  in  favor  of 
the  resolution  as  it  would  help  solve  parking  problems  of  the  college  and  the 
neighborhood. 

Commissioner  Werbe  commented  that  he  did  not  like  the  idea  of  disturbing  the 
reservoir  to  provide  parking  for  students  who  are  San  Francisco  residents  and  could 
use  public  transit.  He  stated  that  the  College  should  encourage  the  students  to  take 
public  transit.  Mr.  Goldstein  responded  that  the  College  had  made  public  transit 
accessible  to  students  but  they  also  have  to  accommodate  the  needs  of  students 
who  find  it  practical  to  drive  because  of  child  care  and  employment  outside  the 
College. 

Commissioner  Otsea  stated  that  she  was  opposed  to  cutting  the  berm  as  there  is  no 
certainty  that  they  could  restore  the  berm  to  its  original  state. 

Commissioner  Cook  expressed  support  for  the  permit  but  he  would  like  to  see 
another  alternative  for  access  besides  cutting  the  berm. 

President  Normandy  noted  that  the  Commission  recognizes  the  needs  of  the  college 
and  the  neighborhood  but  they  are  concerned  about  the  integrity  of  the  berm.  He 
suggested  continuing  the  item  and  directed  staff  to  explore  alternative  solutions  to 
allow  the  College  access  to  the  south  basin  of  the  Balboa  Reservoir  without  cutting 
the  berm.

Steven  Carmichael,  Director,  Bureau  of  Finance,  gave  a  presentation  regarding  the 
Long  Range  Financial  Plan  using  electronic  media.   Mr.  Carmichael  stated  that  the 
funding  needed  to  build  all  projects  outlined  in  the  Long  Rangp  Capital  Master  Plan 
is  $1 .99  billion.  He  said  staff  was  planning  to  fund  these  projects  through  revenue 
bonds  and  water  rate  increases.    The  recommended  annual  rate  increase  is 
approximately  9.9%  for  San  Francisco  retail  customers  and  an  average  of  9.5%  for 
wholesale  customers.  Mr.  Carmichael  noted  that  staff  is  planning  to  develop 
alternate  financing  plans,  such  as  a  commercial  paper  program,  grant  funds,  and 
joint  financing  with  suburban  customers,  so  that  the  water  rates  need  not  be  as 
high. 

Steve  Ritchie.  Manager.  Bureau  of  System  Planning  &  Regulatory  Compliance, 
gave  a  presentation  regarding  the  Long  Range  Capital  Master  Plan.   Mr.  Ritchie 
reported  that  there  were  40  projects  ($1.99  billion)  outlined  in  the  10-Year  Capital 
Improvement  Program.  These  projects  would  fulfill  system  reliability,  water  quality 
and  water  supply  objectives  of  the  department.  He  stated  that  75%  ($1.5  million)  of 
the  projects  were  focused  on  system  reliability,  of  which  $325  million  is  seismic 
related  and  the  rest  are  old  age  related.  The  capital  projects  were  broken  into  three 
categories:  committed  ($400  million);  projects  for  which  studies  are  underway  ($1.1 
billion);  and  preliminary  projects  that  are  starting  ($400  Million). 

Mr.  Carmichael  stated  that  staff  would  return  to  the  Commission  to  request  approval 
to  place  a  revenue  bond  issue  on  the  November  1997  ballot  to  cover  three  to  six 
years  of  capital  funding.

President  Normandy  asked  for  clarification  regarding  GTE's  complaint  that  the 
department  was  not  responsive  to  their  request  and  that  the  dollars  and  cents  put 
on  the  table  do  not  compare  with  what  should  be  achieved.  Ms.  Brady  explained 
that  in  California,  local  municipalities  are  preempted  from  entering  into  agreements 
with  telecommunication  companies  that  fall  under  the  State's  Telecommunications 
Act.  GTE  is  regulated  by  the  Act,  Metricom  on  the  other  hand  uses  an  unregulated 
band  width.  Ms.  Brady  added  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  also  does  not  approve 
of  entering  into  agreements  that  generate  more  free  standing  equipment.  GTE  was 
proposing  to  provide  PCS  antennas  that  generate  four  pieces  of  free  standing 
furniture.  Ms.  Brady  stated  that  given  the  situation,  staff  still  encouraged  GTE  to  put 
in  their  application.  Ms.  Brady  stated  that  there  was  nothing  inappropriately  done 
by  the  Bureau  of  Light,  Heat  &  Power  and  the  Department  of  Public  Works  in 
dealing  with  either  party. 
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Moved  by  Commissioner  Werbe,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Otsea,  to  adopt  Item 
12,  passed  (4-0)  unanimously.

•  the  School  District  has  the  right  to  continue  to  occupy  the  property. 

Peter  Byrne,  Editor  of  San  Francisco  Investigator,  asked  whether  an  independent 
appraiser  appraised  the  property.  Mr.  Dowd  responded  that  the  City's  Department 
of  Real  Estate  valuated  the  property  at  a  cost  of  not  less  than  $10,000. 

Public  testimony  was  closed.

7.        Report  of  the  General  Manager 

Anson  B.  Moran,  General  Manager,  Public  Utilities  Commission,  reminded  the 
Commission  about  the  dedication  ceremony  for  the  Bruce  Flynn  Pump  Station 
scheduled  for  October  23,  1996  at  12:30  p.m.  He  said  the  event  would  also 
highlight  the  turn  over  of  the  pump  station  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission. 

Mr.  Moran  noted  that  in  last  week's  Examiner  there  was  an  article  entitled  "Secret 
Quake  Peril"  regarding  the  possibility  of  a  collapse  of  the  City's  water  distribution 
system  during  a  major  earthquake  in  the  City.  Mr.  Moran  stated  that  the  article 
referred  to  a  1993  report  prepared  by  a  Bond  Committee  which  proposed  a  $660 
million  capital  improvement  program.  He  said  a  memorandum  was  distributed  to  the 
Commission  listing  the  various  projects  included  in  that  report.  Mr.  Moran  said  that 
he  considered  the  article  favorable  as  it  raised  public  awareness  of  the  much 
needed  improvements  to  the  City's  water  distribution  system. 


8.       Public  Comments 

Phyllis  Schrobsdoaff  urged  the  Commission's  assistance  in  her  request  to  obtain  a 
reduction  in  her  sewer  charge  due  to  a  new  garden  at  her  property  at  4050-1 9th 
Avenue  in  San  Francisco.  Steven  Medbery,  Manager,  Bureau  of  Environmental 
Regulation  and  Management,  described  the  criteria  used  to  adjust  the  sewer  bill  for 
water  used  for  gardening.  Mr.  Medbery  stated  that  staff  makes  a  determination 
based  on  water  usage  history  in  the  past  year,  the  size  of  the  area  being  irrigated, 
the  time  of  the  year  whether  summer  or  winter,  the  condition  of  the  garden,  number 
of  people  in  the  household  and  the  Water  Department's  figures  on  average 
consumption.  Mr.  Medbery  stated  that  there  is  a  Citizens  Appeal  Board  that  reviews 
appeals  from  anybody  who  is  dissatisfied  with  the  process. 

President  Normandy  took  the  agenda  out  of  order  to  discuss  Items  numbered  9,  14,  15,  16 
and  17  first. 

9.       Rejecting  the  bids  received  for  Hetch  Hetchy  Water  and  Power  Contract  #WP-09, 
Waterproof  and  Coat  Moccasin  and  Priest  Outlet  Towers. 

Lawrence  T.  Klein,  General  Manager,  Hetch  Hetchy  Water  &  Power,  noted  that 
painting  of  the  towers  is  a  part  of  the  Department  of  Health  Services'  (DOHS) 
requirement  to  deter  swallow  nesting  over  the  reservoirs  and  prevent  leakage  into 
the  building.  He  said  sprinklers  and  netting  are  currently  being  used  to  deter 
swallow  nesting  but  it  does  not  adequately  protect  the  water  supply.

Commissioner  Makras  inquired  why  there  was  no  MBEAA/BE  participation  goal  set 
for  the  contract.  Bayard  Fong,  Contract  Compliance  Officer  from  the  Human  Rights 
Commission,  explained  that  HRC  does  not  typically  set  subcontracting  goals  on 
contracts  having  a  single  scope  of  work  such  as  this  project.  Mr.  Moran  added  that 
HRC  has  goals  established  for  overall  contracting  where  they  look  at  the  size  of  the 
contract  and  the  nature  of  the  market.  He  suggested  having  the  Human  Rights 
Commission  make  a  presentation  before  the  Commission  to  explain  those  goals  and 
address  the  MBEAA/BE  issue  related  to  this  project. 

Commissioner  Otsea  noted  that  she  supports  outreach  on  contractors  but  she 
recognizes  the  difficulty  of  getting  subcontractors  for  "up  country  projects".  She 
suggested  having  Hetch  Hetchy  staff  also  make  a  presentation  and  share  their 
experience  in  contracting  "up  country". 

Robert  Murray,  from  the  Painters  Union  of  San  Francisco,  opposed  the  award  of  the 
contract  to  Jeffco  Painting  &  Coating,  Inc.  and  stated  that  Jeffco  Painting  does  not 
comply  with  prevailing  wage  laws.  He  stated  that  Zantic  Construction  Painting,  the 
low  bidder,  was  disbarred  by  the  School  District  for  not  complying  with  job 
specifications. 

Commissioner  Otsea  moved  to  adopt  a  resolution  awarding  the  contract  to  Jeffco. 
The  motion  died  for  lack  of  a  second. 

In  response  to  Commissioner  Otsea's  query,  Steve  Ritchie,  Manager,  Bureau  of 
System  Planning  &  Regulatory  Compliance,  stated  that  there  was  no  compliance 
order  deadline  for  this  project  from  the  Department  of  Health  Services.  However, 
DOHS  has  to  be  advised  of  the  change  in  the  date  of  completion.

Authorizing  a  Request  for  Supplemental  Appropriation  of  $1 ,800,000  for  the 
Recycled  Water  Master  Plan  Phase  I  Pre-Design,  and  a  Request  for  Proposal  to 
perform  treatment  plant  design  and  geotechnical  work, 

Karen  Kubick,  Project  Manager  for  the  Recycled  Water  Master  Plan,  presented  an 
overview  of  the  Recycled  Water  Master  Plan  using  video  slides.  Ms.  Kubick  stated 
that  they  were  developing  the  Recycled  Water  Master  Plan  for  purposes  of  fire 
protection,  earthquake  safety,  drought  proofing/protection,  compliance  with  new  and 
existing  laws,  and  securing  a  reliable  water  supply  in  San  Francisco. 

Ms.  Kubick  stated  that  she  would  like  to  move  fon^vard  with  Phase  1  of  the  recycled 
water  master  plan  to  match  the  master  plan  being  developed  for  the  San  Francisco 
Zoo.  The  Zoo  would  house  the  water  treatment  plant  and  the  pump  station. 

Ms.  Kubick  reported  that  they  conducted  a  random  digit  dialing  survey  of  residents 
in  San  Francisco  to  get  the  public's  opinion  regarding  a  recycled  water  program. 
Ms  Kubick  stated  that  the  survey  indicated  support  in  making  use  of  any  available 
water  supply.  She  said  out  of  600  people  surveyed,  2/3  agreed  that  a  $2  additional 
cost  for  this  program  for  a  family  of  four  was  acceptable.  Furthermore,  58%  agreed 
that  a  $3  additional  cost  would  still  be  acceptable.  Commissioner  Makras  noted  that 
the  survey  would  have  been  more  convincing  if  the  actual  rate  payers,  i.e., 
landlords,  were  surveyed  as  they  are  the  people  directly  affected  by  water  rate 
increases.  Commissioner  Makras  also  asked  whether  staff  considered  the  reaction 
of  big  businesses  in  San  Francisco,  such  as  the  hotel  industry.  Ms.  Kubick  stated 
that  staff  contacted  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  surveyed  other  water  agencies. 
San  Francisco's  water  charges  turned  out  to  be  the  lowest  and  sewer  charges  were 
in  the  middle  range. 

Ms  Kubick  stated  that  revenue  bond  issues  would  fund  each  phase  of  the  project. 
Phase  1  of  the  project  would  be  funded  by  1988  Sewer  Revenue  Bonds.  Revenue 
bond  issues  would  be  placed  on  the  November  1997  ballot  for  succeeding  phases. 
Commissioner  Otsea  requested  staff  to  provide  a  report  regarding  unexpended 
balances  of  existing  bond  issues.  Commissioner  Makras  directed  staff  to  find  out 
whether  the  recycled  water  master  plan  was  part  of  the  obligations  to  be  funded  by 
the  1988  Sewer  Revenue  Bonds.  He  stated  he  would  be  voting  for  the  resolution 
today  however  if  the  1988  bond  does  not  allow  spending  for  the  recycled  water 
master  plan,  he  would  ask  that  the  Commission  reconsider  this  item  to  discuss  other 
options  to  fund  it.

Report  and  presentation  regarding  the  status  of  contract  negotiations  with  Daly  City 
for  the  use  of  surface  water  in  lieu  of  groundwater  during  periods  when  adequate 
surface  water  supply  is  available. 

Steve  Ritchie,  Manager,  Bureau  of  Systems  Planning  &  Regulatory  Compliance, 
reported  that  staff  is  drafting  a  contract  to  begin  discussions  with  Daly  City  for  the 
use  of  surface  water  in  lieu  of  groundwater.  The  Commission  had  previously 
expressed  concerns  over  the  extent  of  Daly  City  groundwater  pumping  as  it  relates 
to  the  effect  on  Lake  Merced  and  sea  water  intrusion.  Mr.  Ritchie  stated  that 
because  there  is  no  control  mechanism  to  stop  Daly  City  from  pumping 
groundwater,  staff  had  developed  a  contract  for  discussion  with  Daly  City  with 
provisions  that;  (1)  there  will  be  no  increase  in  pumping  above  historic  limits  by  Daly 
City  (2)  that  Daly  City's  base  use  of  Hetch  Hetchy  water  should  be  at  normal  rates; 
and'(3)  in  excess  water  years,  water  will  be  made  available  to  Daly  City  at  a  lower 
rate. 

Report  regarding  water  demand  in  the  City  and  an  overview  of  current  and  future 
demand  management  efforts,  including  reclamation  and  conservation. 

Steve  Ritchie  discussed  the  highlights  of  the  "Retail  Water  Demands"  report  and  the 
current  and  future  demand  management  efforts  for  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  Mr  Ritchie  noted  that  the  report  implied  that  San  Francisco  did  an 
excellent  job  in  reducing  water  demand  due  in  part  to  water  conservation  practices 
and  drought  The  report  also  implied  that  existing  water  conservation  practices  will 
take  hold  and  the  water  demand  would  stay  relatively  low.  He  said  the  development 
of  ground  water  and  recycled  water  supplies  would  also  help  reduce  the  demand  for 
Hetch  Hetchy  water. 

Mr  Ritchie  reported  that  the  CalFed  process  is  looking  at  a  statewide  solution  to 
increase  efficiency  of  water  use.  The  Calfed  process  includes  environmental 
groups  and  other  water  users  in  the  State.  The  California  Urban  Water  Agencies 
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(CUV\/A)  and  Environmental  Water  Caucus  are  working  together  with  the  Calfed  to 
establish  a  new  statewide  water  conservation  measure.    CUWA  is  also  working 
with  Water  Reuse  Association  of  California  in  developing  criteria  which  recycled 
water  projects  can  follow. 

Kimberly  Knox,  Water  Conservation  Administrator,  gave  a  video  slide  presentation 
regarding  water  conservation  programs  implemented  by  the  City  such  as  the 
conservation  affidavit  program  and  the  ultra  low-flow  toilet  rebate  program.  Ms. 
Knox  stated  that  the  department  had  identified  measures  to  further  increase  the 
level  of  water  conservation,  such  as:  (1 )  create  a  partnership  with  the  San 
Francisco  Housing  and  Redevelopment  Agency  to  install  low  flow  toilets  in  the

to  the  sale  of  their  property.

Report  regarding  State  and  Federal  regulation  of  the  Clean  Water  Enterprise. 

Mr  Ritchie  gave  a  report  regarding  the  regulatory  structure  for  wastewater 
management  and  discharge.  Wastewater  management  and  discharge  are 
regulated  by  permits  issued  by  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Regional  Water  Quality 
Control  Board  The  City  of  San  Francisco  currently  has  four  permits;  one  for  wet 
weather  overflows  from  the  Bayside  system,  one  for  the  Oceanside  Plant  one  for 
wet  weather  discharges  from  the  oceanside  system,  and  one  for  the  Southeast 
Plant  Mr  Ritchie  stated  that  these  permits  are  issued  every  five  years  and  the 
permit  process  is  subject  to  extensive  public  scrutiny.  He  said  the  permit  for  the 
Oceanside  Plant  is  up  for  renewal  now  and  the  Water  Quality  Board  would  be 
hearing  the  permit  at  their  December  meeting.  He  said  the  new  permit  will  cover  all 
of  the  Oceanside  facilities  and  would  include  new  combined  national  sewer  policy 
standards  which  have  been  developed  over  the  last  few  years. 

Mr  Ritchie  noted  that  the  City  operates  under  a  Cease  and  Desist  Order,  an 
enforcement  order  that  provides  a  schedule  for  construction  of  facilities  required  to 
comply  with  the  State  law.

3.  Workshop  regarding  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Water  Treatment  Project. 

Anson  B.  Moran,  General  Manager,  Public  Utilities  Commission,  stated  that  the 
purpose  of  the  workshop  was  to  discuss  changing  the  way  we  disinfect  and  treat  our 
water. 

Steve  Leonard,  Program  Manager,  Hetch  Hetchy  Water  Treatment  Improvement 
Program,  used  video  slides  to  present  the  project.  Mr.  Leonard  discussed  the 
background  of  the  project  which  led  to  the  current  "filtration  avoidance"  status  of 
Hetch  Hetchy  water  and  the  plans  and  recommendations  to  assure  compliance  with 
drinking  water  regulations. 

The  recommendations  were  to:  install  chloramines  system  wide;  implement 
emergency  filtration  improvements  at  the  Sunol  Valley  and  Harry  Tracy  water 
treatment  plants;  and  construct  a  treated  water  reservoir  in  the  Sunol  Valley. 

jhe  meeting  was  recessed  at  2:30  P.M.  and  reconvened  at  2:45  P.M. 

Commissioner  Werbe  noted  that  when  you  review  the  cost  of  Cryptosporidium 
control  alternatives,  we  may  be  better  off  financially  to  supply  purified  water  on 
demand. 

Patty  Mallett,  Sanitary  Engineer,  discussed  the  stakeholder  inten/iew  process  and 
its  findings  using  an  overhead  projector.  Some  of  the  findings  were  that  the  public: 

•  thought  we  had  great  water  but  did  not  know  we  were  considering 
treatment  alternatives; 

•  favored  filtration  avoidance  as  long  as  we  continue  to  meet  federal 
EPA  criteria; 

•  considered  filtration  too  expensive  compared  to  the  benefits; 

•  wanted  a  cost/benefit  analysis  before  going  to  filtration; 

•  opposed  spending  money  not  required  by  regulations; 
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favored  sequential  disinfection; 


•  were  not  in  favor  of  raising  costs  to  everyone  to  benefit  a  few;  and 

•  considered  public  health  more  important  than  money. 

Commissioner  Otsea  pointed  out  that  persons  concerned  about  water  quality  include 
cancer  patients,  and  other  persons  with  compromised  immune  systems. 

Arthur  Jensen,  General  Manager  of  the  Bay  Area  Water  Users  Association,  discussed  the 
impact  of  San  Francisco  changing  its  disinfection  process  on  its  suburban  wholesale 
customers.  As  water  retailers,  they  are  responsible  for  the  quality  of  the  water  they  sell.  If 
San  Francisco  modifies  its  system,  they  will  need  to  modify  their  systems  and  change  their 
wholesale  operations.  Mr.  Jensen  stressed  the  importance  of  working  with  San  Francisco 
so  that  the  suburban  customers  can  proceed  with  their  planning  and  budgeting.  Mr. 
Jensen  said  that  the  BAWUA  is  willing  to  pay  for  a  reliable  system. 

Dr.  Frances  Taylor  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health,  Communicable  Disease  Control, 
commented  on  the  incident  of  cryptosporidiosis  in  San  Francisco  (approximately  120  cases 
each  year)  and  in  other  communities.  She  stated  that  there  is  no  evidence  that  water  is 
the  source  of  the  infections. 

Christine  Ma,  of  the  California  Department  of  Health  Services  (DHS)  stated  that  in  June 
1993  DHS  formally  recommended  to  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  that  San 
Francisco's  Hetch  Hetchy  system  be  granted  filtration  avoidance  status,  which  was 
approved.  She  stated  that  DHS  supported  the  PUC  staff  recommendations  to  incorporate 
chloramine  treatment  sequential  disinfection  system  wide,  to  improve  watershed 
protection,  and  to  improve  emergency  response  capabilities. 

President  Normandy  open  the  meeting  for  public  comments.  There  were  none. 

Mr.  Leonard  stated  that  the  next  step  would  be  for  staff  to  develop  a  scope  of  work  for  the 
conceptual  engineering  phase  of  the  project. 

President  Normandy  requested  that  staff  make  the  material  more  comprehensible  for 
people.  He  suggested  developing  material  that  would  make  it  clear  that  there  is  no  direct 
link  between  water  and  Cryptosporidium,  and  that  covers  questions  regarding  the  cost  of 
filtration  versus  the  cost  of  filtration  avoidance  and  at  what  point  do  we  reach  the  point  of 
diminishing  returns. 

Commissioner  Otsea  stated  that  if  filtration  is  unavoidable  in  the  future,  we  will  not  have 
lost  any  ground  by  following  these  recommendations. 
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Commissioner  Cook  pointed  out  that  there  may  be  political  considerations  that  may  impact 
the  project.

The  Commission  discussed  possible  meeting  dates  of  the  PUC  Budget  Committee 
as  follows:  December  12th  a.m.;  December  17th  p.m.;  December  19th  a.m.;  January 
7th  p.m.;  January  9th  a.m.;  January  16th  a.m.;  January  21st  p.m.;  and  January  23rd 
a.m.  The  target  date  for  final  approval  by  the  Commission  of  the  budget  for  PUC 
departments  and  bureaus  would  be  on  February  11,1 996. 

MBE/WBE  Utilization  Goals  on  PUC  Contracts 

Bayard  Fong,  Contract  Compliance  Officer  with  the  Human  Rights  Commission 
(HRC),  discussed  the  procedures  by  which  HRC  sets  MBE/WBE  participation  goals 
on  PUC  projects.  The  process  includes  reviewing  the  scope  of  work,  identifying  the 
approximate  dollar  value  of  each  scope  of  work,  reviewing  the  minimum  technical 
requirements  of  the  contract,  determining  the  participation  levels  for  certified 
MBEAA/BE's,  and  summarizing  potential  participants  and  establishing  separate 
goals  for  MBEs  and  WBEs.  Mr.  Fong  noted  that  HRC  sets  goals  on  a  contract  by 
contract  basis. 

Mr.  Fong  stated  that  there  are  situations  where  subcontracting  goals  could  not  be 
set  due  to  the  size  and  location  of  the  contract  and  when  a  determination  is  made 
that  there  are  no  MBEAA/BE  contractors  to  do  a  particular  type  of  work. 

In  response  to  Commissioner  Otsea's  query,  Mr.  Fong  stated  that  State  Proposition 
209  does  not  affect  HRC's  operations  as  it  only  pertains  to  State  contracts. 

Commissioner  Makras  asked  whether  PUC  could  raise  participation  goals  set  by 
HRC.  He  said  raising  the  goals  would  open  opportunities  to  minorities  in  becoming 
prime  contractors  on  PUC  projects.  Mr.  Fong  stated  that  PUC  could  make 
recommendations,  however,  HRC  has  the  authority  to  approve  participation  goals. 

President  Normandy  directed  staff  to  return  to  the  Commission  with  a 
recommendation  on  how  we  can  raise  MBEAA/BE  participation  goals  in  all  PUC 
projects.

13.     Report  regarding  the  CALFED  Bay-Delta  Program  from  Lester  Snow,  Executive 
Director  of  the  program. 

Mr.  Moran  introduced  Mr.  Lester  Snow,  Executive,  Director  of  the  CalFED  Bay-Delta 
Program,  also  the  General  Manager  of  San  Diego  County  Water  Authority,  and 
Chair  of  the  California  Urban  Water  Agencies.  CalFed  is  an  organization  of  state 
and  federal  agencies  that  has  management  and  regulatory  responsibilities  over  the 
Bay  and  Delta.  The  Bay-Delta  Program  was  formulated  to  develop  long  term 
solutions  to  problems  affecting  the  Bay-Delta. 

Mr.  Snow  gave  a  presentation  using  overhead  slides  regarding  the  status  of  the 
program.  The  program  is  composed  of  three  phases:  Phase  1  -  Identifying  problems 
and  developing  alternatives;  Phase  2  -  Program  Level  Environmental  Impact 
Report/Environmental  Impact  Statement;  and  Phase  3  -  Detailed  Implementation. 
Mr.  Snow  stated  that  Phase  1  was  completed  and  the  problems  identified  were  in 
the  areas  of  water  supply  reliability,  health  of  the  ecosystem,  system  stability  and 
water  quality.  He  said  three  alternatives  have  been  developed  and  structured  to 
address  four  program  areas  -  water  use  efficiency,  ecosystem  restoration,  system 
integrity  and  water  quality;  and  conveyance  and  storage  configurations. 

Mr.  Snow  commented  about  the  passage  of  State  Proposition  204  in  the  November 
5,  1 996  election.  He  said  Proposition  204  provides  funding  of  $390  million  to 
implement  the  ecosystem  restoration  program.  The  proposition  also  triggers  a 
Federal  fund  authorization  of  $430  million  to  match  the  funds  provided  by 
Proposition  204  for  a  total  of  approximately  $800-900  million  committed  to  the 
ecosystem  restoration  program. 

In  response  to  President  Normandy's  question  regarding  the  role  of  PUC  in  the 
process,  Mr.  Moran  said  that  the  City  was  only  an  observer  and  not  a  direct 
participant  in  the  process.  He  said  staff  would  continue  its  involvement  in  other 
closely  related  issues  on  the  San  Joaquin.

Steve  Leonard,  Program  Manager,  Bureau  of  System  Planning  &  Regulatory 
Compliance,  gave  a  presentation  regarding  the  Sunol  Valley  Water  Treatment  Plant 
Improvement  Plan  using  overhead  slides.  Mr.  Leonard  noted  that  they  intended  the 
Plan  to  review  all  existing  documents  related  to  treatment  plant  issues,  and  identify 
any  needed  work  to  comply  with  DHS,  meet  new  regulations,  and  to  achieve  optimal 
water  supply  reliability.  He  stated  that  based  on  the  findings  of  the  study,  staff  is 
proposing  to  implement  the  following  improvements  to  the  plant:  a  new  40-MG 
treated  water  reservoir,  solids  handling  facilities,  treatment  upgrade  and  expansion 
to  240  million  gallons  per  day,  and  expand  pipelines  and  San  Antonio  pump  station. 
He  said  the  total  estimated  cost  of  these  improvements  is  $320  million. 

Commissioner  Werbe  inquired  whether  it  is  cost  effective  to  develop  a  new  site  for  a 
treatment  plant  rather  than  improving  the  existing  plant.  Mr.  Leonard  stated  that  in 
the  original  siting  study,  staff  looked  at  a  300-mgd  stand  alone  plant  in  the  Sunol 
Valley  and  the  cost  was  estimated  to  be  between  $480  million  and  $620  million  at  a 
minimum.  The  biggest  cost  of  this  proposal  was  for  the  construction  of  major 
pipelines,  bigger  pumping  facilities  and  80-mgd  a  day  reservoir.  He  said  it  was  not 
only  costly  but  it  was  also  not  adequate  for  what  was  being  planned  since  it  was 
designed  for  direct  filtration. 

Mr.  Steve  Ritchie.  Manager,  Bureau  of  Systems  Planning  &  Regulatory  Compliance, 
advised  that  the  Plan  and  schedule  would  be  submitted  to  the  Department  of  Health 
Services  on  December  1 ,  1 996.  Staff  would  be  returning  to  the  Commission  in 
January  1 997  to  obtain  approval  to  issue  a  Request  for  Proposal  for  the  Conceptual 
Engineering  Phase  of  the  project.

WHEREAS,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  through  the  San  Francisco  Water 
Department  owns  approximately  508  acres  of  surplus  lands  located  primarily  in 
unincorporated  Alameda  County  adjacent  to  the  City  of  Pleasanton,  commonly  referred 
to  as  the  "Bernal  Property",  and 

WHEREAS,  A  Request  for  Proposal  was  issued  in  October,  1 987  for  a  planning  firm  to 
develop  a  Specific  Plan  for  the  Bernal  Property  to  be  processed  through  the  City  of 
Pleasanton;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Planning  Collaborative  was  selected  for  this  work  and  began  work  on 
the  Specific  Plan  in  June  1988;  and 

WHEREAS,  after  completion  of  a  conceptual  plan  prepared  by  Pleasanton  and  San 
Francisco  staffs  and  consultants,  Pleasanton  City  Council  directed  a  citizens  committee 
be  appointed  and  public  review  process  be  undertaken  to  review  and  provide  input  into 
the  preparation  of  a  draft  Specific  Plan  which  necessitated  amending  The  Planning 
Collaborative  contract  to  complete  the  requested  City  Council  work;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Planning  Collaborative  completed  a  draft  Specific  Plan  and  an 
extensive  citizen  review  process  in  March  1993;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Pleasanton  City  Council  did  not  accept  the  Preferred  Plan  developed 
by  The  Planning  Collaborative  and  the  Citizen's  Steering  Committee  as  previously 
agreed  and,  instead,  referred  the  Plan  to  another  citizens  committee  for  further  review 
as  part  of  an  update  of  the  Pleasanton  General  Plan,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  decided  to  apply  to  Alameda  County,  the 
agency  that  has  land  use  authority  over  the  property,  for  the  entitlements  required  to 
develop  the  Project  and  approved  certain  amendments  to  the  Planning  Collaborative's

WHEREAS,  on  September  1,  1995,  The  Public  Utilities  Commission  approved,  at  the 
request  of  Alameda  County,  a  Cooperative  Agreement  whereby  the  City  of  Pleasanton, 
Alameda  County,  and  San  Francisco  would  attempt  to  obtain  a  plan  acceptable  to  all 
parties;  and 
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WHEREAS,  on  December  12.  1995.  staff's  from  the  three  respective  bodies  presented 
their  final  joint  recommendations  to  the  Committee  of  Decision  Makers  setting  forth  a 
revised  land  use  and  development  program  for  the  Bernal  Property,  commonly  referred 
to  as  the  "Cooperative  Plan",  which  the  Committee  adopted;  and 

WHEREAS,  on  January  19,  1996.  The  Public  Utilities  Commission  approved  the  Letter 
Agreement  for  the  Bernal  Property  Mutually  Acceptable  Plan  (Cooperative  Plan  Letter 
Agreement),  whereby  the  Water  Department  agreed  to  revise  its  development 
application  before  Alameda  County  and  submit  a  separate  development  application  to 
the  City  of  Pleasanton  pursuant  to  the  Cooperative  Plan  land  use  and  development 
program;  and 

WHEREAS,  on  August  1,  1996,  the  Alameda  County  Board  of  Supervisors,  following 
recommendation  by  the  Alameda  County  Planning  Commission,  adopted  and  certified 
the  Bernal  Property  Project  FEIR,  adopted  the  Specific  Plan,  reclassified  the  property 
to  PD  (Planned  Development)  District  subject  to  the  conditions  of  reclassification  and 
approved  the  Development  Agreement;  and 

WHEREAS,  a  development  application  was  submitted  to  the  City  of  Pleasanton 
requesting  the  city  to  initiate  a  specific  plan,  development  plan,  development 
agreement,  pre-zoning  and  environmental  review  for  the  Bernal  Property;  and 

WHEREAS,  should  acceptable  and  effective  approvals  be  obtained  from  the  City  of 
Pleasanton,  the  Water  Department  would  agree  to  annex  the  Bernal  Property  to

WHEREAS,  following  development  of  the  Cooperative  Plan,  Pleasanton  commissioned

WHEREAS,  after  considering  five  alternative  conceptual  land  plans,  agreement  was 
reached  on  a  revised  plan  commonly  referred  to  as  the  "Pleasanton  Preferred  Plan";

ACWA  intends  to  develop  a  response  to  this  issue. 

Commissioner  Otsea  asked  that  Commissioners  be  advised  of  when  the  following 
organization  have  meetings:  American  Management  Association.  American  Public 
Works  Association.  American  Public  Power  Association,  American  Water  Works 
Association,  Association  of  California  Water  Agencies.  Association  of  Metropolitan 
Water  Agencies,  Association  of  Metropolitan  Sewerage  Agencies.  California 
Municipal  Utilities  Association  and  Water  Use. 

President  Normandy  asked  that  staff  identify  those  organizations  where  it  would  be 
appropriate  to  have  Commission  level  participation,  and  a  second  category  of 
organizations  for  upper  level  management  participation. 

Commissioner  Werbe  requested  that  staff  provide  a  list  of  the  costs  of  membership 
in  each  organization. 

Introduction  of  New  Business  by  Commissioners 

Vice  President  Makras  congratulated  staff  on  the  revenue  bond  sale  that  took  place 
December  3,1996  resulting  in  a  savings  of  $3.4  million. 
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Report  of  the  General  Manager 
Bond  Sale 


Anson  B  Moran,  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  commented  on  the  recent 
bond  sale    In  addition  to  refunding  existing  bonds,  the  department  sold  $75  million 
worth  of  new  bonds  which  he  said  would  basically  fund  next  year's  capital  program. 
He  stressed  the  need  to  deliver  on  the  projects  that  have  been  funded. 

Steven  Carmichaei,  Director,  Bureau  of  Finance,  reported  that  the  bond  counsel 
suggested  that  agencies  affected  by  State  Proposition  218  may  want  to  consider 
adopting  rates  for  multiple  years  prior  to  July  1 ,  1997. 

Thomas  M  Berliner,  Utilities  General  Counsel,  said  that  the  Commission  could 
adopt  a  multiple  year  rate  increase,  however,  that  is  not  to  say  that  it  would  or  would 
not  conform  to  Proposition  218. 

Commissioner  Makras  stated  that  if  the  department  maintained  the  same  level  of 
operations  next  year  and  used  all  of  the  bond  money  for  the  capital  program,  the 
only  item  to  be  funded  next  year  would  be  the  debt.  If  we  have  revenues  in  excess 
of  $5  million  we  could  have  no  rate  increase  next  year.  Mr.  Moran  stated  that  the 
suburban  customers  would  be  due  a  repayment  next  year  which  would  make 
continuing  the  current  rate  almost  impossible. 

State  Water  Resource  Control  Board  Enforcement  Action 

Mr  Moran  reported  that  the  department  had  been  fined  for  various  waste  water 
overflows  over  the  course  of  a  year.  A  response  was  due  today.  Staff  requested  an 
extension  of  time  from  the  State  Board  so  that  the  matter  may  be  presented  to  the 
Commission  on  January  14,  1997. 

Budget 

Mr  Moran  stated  that  the  December  meeting  dates  for  the  Budget  Committee  were 
canceled  Staff  is  still  working  with  the  Department  of  Public  Works  on  budgetary 
issues  concerning  the  transfer  of  the  Clean  Water  Program.

Tracv  M  Stigers  Chief  Engineer  for  Brown  and  Caldwell  representing  American

Section  1 .     The  San  Francisco  Charter  is  hereby  amended,  by 
amending  Section  16 . 103  to  read  as  follows : 

Sec.    16.103.      ({Utility  Revenue  and  Expenditures))  Surplus 
Utility  Revenues. 

{ { (a)  Receipts  from  each  utility  operated  by  the  Public 

Utilities  Commission  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  and  County 
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treasury  and  maintained   in  a   separate    fund   for  each  such  utility. 
Appropriations   from  such  funds   shall  be  made  for  the  following 
purposes  for  each  such  utility  in  the  order  named,  viz: 

1.  For  the  payment  of  operating  expenses,  pension 
charges  and  proportionate  payments  to  such  compensation  and 
other  insurance  and  accident  reserve  funds  as  the  Commission 
may  establish  or  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  require; 

2.  For  repairs  and  maintenance; 

3 .  For  reconstruction  and  replacements  as  hereinafter 
described; 

4 .  For  the  payment  of  interest  and  sinking  funds  on 
the  bonds  issued  for  acquisition,    construction  or  extension; 

5.  For  extensions  and  improvements;  and

(C)  That  there  is  no  reasonably  foreseeable 
operating  contingency  that  cannot  be  funded  without 
General  Fund  subsidy;  and 

(D)  That  such  a  transfer  of  funds  in  all  other 
respects  reflects  prudent  utility  practice . 

The  Commission  shall  make  such  findings  having  received 
reports  from  the  manager  of  utilities  and  a  public  hearing 
which  shall  have  received  no  less  than  30  days  of  public

4.       The  provisions  of  this    ((subsection   (c)  )  )

This  Agreement,   dated  for  convenience  on  August  12,   1996,  is 
entered  into,   by  and  through  their  respective  counsel,  by  the 
County  of  Alameda   ("County"),   the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  acting  through  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities 
Commission  and  San  Francisco  Water  Department   ("SFPUC")   and  the 
City  of  Pleasanton  { "Pleasanton" )   hereafter  referred  to  as 
"Parties." 

RECITALS 

A.  The  SFPUC  owns  the  approximately  508  acre  property 
located  in  the  unincorporated  County  and  in  Pleasanton 
which  is  known  as  the  ^^Bernal  Property." 

B.  The  SFPUC  filed  a  development  application  with  the 
County  for  a  Specific  Plan,   rezoning,  master  tentative 
subdivision  map,  a  development  agreement  and 
environmental  evaluation. 

C.  The  County,   as  the  lead  agency  under  the  California 
Environmental  Quality  Act   ("CEQA"),  prepared  a  Draft 
Environmental  Impact  Report (DEIR)   which  was  published 
for  review  and  comment  on  March  24,   1995  and  filed  with 
the  State  Office  of  Planning  and  Research  under  State 
Clearinghouse  No.   94103029.     The  DEIR  was  available  for 
review  and  comment  for  a  period  of  45  days,   ending  on 
May  10,   1995.     On  May  2,   1995,   the  County  Planning 
Commission  held  a  public  hearing  to  receive  comments  on 
the  DEIR.     Pleasanton  and  others  commented  on  the 
adequacy  of  the  DEIR  within  the  prescribed  time  period. 
On  October  5,   1995  the  County  published  a  Recirculated 
DEIR  for  public  review  and  comment,  filed  it  with  the 
State  Cleaminghouse,  and  made  it  available  for  review 
and  comment  for  a  period  of  45  days,  or  until 
November  27,   1995.     The  County  granted  Pleasanton  an 
extension  of  time  to  comment  on  the  Recirculated  DEIR, 
which  comments  were  received  within  the  time  extension. 
County  responded  to  Pleasanton' s,   and  other's,  comments 
on  the  DEIR  and  prepared  a  Final  EIR. 
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D.  On  July  15,    1996  at  a  public  hearing  the  County 
Planning  Commission  recommended  that  the  County  Board 
of  Supervisors  certify  the  FEIR  as  having  been 
completed  in  accordance  with  CEQA,   and  recommended 
approval  of  the  following  actions:      (a)   adoption  of  the 
Bernal  Property  Specific  Plan,    (b)   rezoning  of  the 
Bernal  Property  from  the  A  (Agricultural)   District  to 
the  PD   (Planned  Development)   District   (2011  th  Zoning 
Unit)   subject  to  Exhibit  B   (Land  Use  and  Development 

PI  an)   and  Exhibit  C   (Provisions  of  Reclassification) 
and  (c)  development  agreement  by  and  between  the  County 
and  SFPUC,   hereafter  the  ''Project." 

E.  On  August  1,   1996,   the  County  Board  of  Supervisors 
adopted  and  certified  the  FEIR,   adopted  written 
Findings  related  to  Environmental  Review  and  Project 
Approval  including  a  Statement  of  Overriding 
Considerations  and  a  Mitigation  Monitoring  Program,  and 
approved  the  Project. 

F.  The  County  prepared  and  the  County  Clerk  posted  a 
Notice  of  Determination  on  August  6,   1996  as  provided 
under  CEQA. 

G.  Pleasanton  objects  to  the  certification  of  the  FEIR  and 
the  approval  of  the  specific  plan,  rezoning, 
development  agreement  and  the  tentative  map. 

H.  The  SFPUC  has  filed  a  development  application  with 
Pleasanton  and  is  seeking  approval  of  a  specific  plan, 
zoning  classification,  development  agreement,  and 
master  tentative  subdivision  map  based  on  the 
understandings  achieved  through  a  Cooperative  Plan 
Process  undertaken  by  the  Parties  in  the  Fall,  1995. 
This  application  anticipates  that  if  Pleasanton  and  the 
SFPUC  are  able  to  reach  agreement  on  a  pre -annexation 
agreement  the  portion  of  the  Bernal  property  now  in  the 
unincorporated  area  will  be  annexed  to  Pleasanton,  and 
Pleasanton' s  environmental  documentation  and  approvals 
will  eventually  supersede  the  County's  environmental 
documentation  and  approvals. 

I.  Pleasanton  and  SFPUC  intend  to  proceed  with  review, 
negotiations  and  determination  on  the  project 
application  pending  in  Pleasanton,   and  in  light  of  the 
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possibility  of  reaching  and  implementing  a  mutual 
agreement  for  acceptable  development  of  the  Bernal 
Property  the  Parties  seek  to  avoid  any  legal  challenge 
to  the  County  FEIR  and  approval  of  the  Project  at  this 
time . 


Therefore  in  consideration  of  the  foregoing,  the 
Parties,   through  their  counsel  and  on  behalf  of  any  or  all 
agents  or  assignees,  hereby  agree  to  the  following: 

1.     County  and  SFPUC  agree  not  to  assert  as  an  issue, 
claim  or  defense  to  a  lawsuit  filed  by  Pleasanton 
challenging  the  County's  approval  of  the  Project  or  the 
certification  and  adoption  of  the  FEIR   (including  the 
written  Findings  Related  to  Environmental  Reviews  and 
Project  Approvals,   Statement  of  Overriding 
Considerations  and  Mitigation  Monitoring  Program) , 
hereafter  "Lawsuit,"  that  the  Lawsuit  is  time  barred 
due  to  Pleasanton' s  failure  to  file  the  Lawsuit  within 
the  30  day  statute  of  limitations  under  Public 
Resources  Code  §21167  or  any  other  State  statute 
establishing  a  limitations  period  for  challenges 
pertaining  to  Project  approvals,   as  long  as  any  Lawsuit 
is  filed  on  or  before  January  15,   1997  or  thirty  (30) 
days  after  Pleasanton,   the  County  or  the  SFPUC  delivers 
written  notice  to  the  other  Parties  of  intent  to 
terminate  this  Agreement,  whichever  date  is  the  earlier 
in  time,  hereafter  the  "Termination  Date." 

2.     Pleasanton,   in  reliance  on  this  waiver  of  the 
statute  of  limitations,  will  not  file  any  Lawsuit 
within  the  original  statutory  period  established  by 
Public  Resources  Code  section  21167,  or  any  other  state 
statute  establishing  a  limitations  period  for 
challenges  pertaining  to  the  Project  approvals,  and 
instead  will  file  such  Lawsuit,  if  at  all,  on  or  after 
the  Termination  Date. 


3,     The  Parties  agree  that  except  with  respect  to  the 
extensions  and  waiver  of  the  statute  of  limitations 
period  nothing  contained  herein  shall  be  construed  to 
affect,   and  the  Parties  expressly  reserve,  all  factual, 
legal  and  equitable  contentions  with  respect  to  the 
prosecution  or  defense  of  such  Lawsuit. 
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4.     SFPUC  reserves  the  right  to  amend  the  pending 
application  in  the  County  for  the  Master  Vesting 
Tentative  Map   ("MVTM")   and  to  request  final 
determination  by  the  County.     This  Tolling  Agreement 
would  apply  to  the  County  approval  of  the  MVTM.  SFPUC 
shall  not  file  any  new  applications  in  the  County  for 
"subsequent  approvals"  as  defined  below,  without  first 
giving  Pleasanton  notice  so  that  Pleasanton  may 
exercise  its  option  to  terminate  this  Agreement 
pursuant  to  Paragraph  8  below.     For  purposes  of  this 
Agreement,   a  "subsequent  approval"  shall  mean  all 
discretionary  approvals  of  land  use  permits, 
agreements,  and  other  entitlements  necessary  or 
desirable  for  development  of  the  property.     If  SFPUC 
receives  subsequent  approvals,   this  Tolling  Agreement 
shall  also  apply  to  these  approvals.     This  Agreement 
shall  not  preclude  the  County  or  SFPUC  from  undertaking 
any  other  activities  related  to  the  investigation, 
planning  or  other  pre-development  work  associated  with 
the  property. 

5.     Within  91  days  from  the  date  that  the 
unincorporated  portion  of  the  Bernal  Property  is 
annexed  to  Pleasanton  pursuant  to  a  pre -annexation 
agreement  approved  by  the  SFPUC,   the  SFPUC  shall 
request  that  all  County  Project  Approvals,  including 
certification  of  the  FEIR,  be  rescinded  provided  there 
are  no  lawsuits  or  initiative  or  referendum  measures 
pending  that  would  adversely  affect  the  annexation  or 
related  entitlements  approved  by  Pleasanton,  including 
hut  not  limited  to,   specific  plan,   zoning,  development 
agreement,   subdivision  map  or  growth  management 
allocation.     If  there  are  lawsuits  or  initiative  or 
referendum  measures  pending,  then  the  SFPUC  shall  make 
the  request  at  the  date  that  such  lawsuits  or  measures 
are  no  longer  pending,  assuming  that  the  annexation  and 
related  entitlements  approved  by  Pleasanton  remain  in 
place.     Upon  SFPUC s  request,   if  Pleasanton  grants 
approval  to  the  Bernal  Project  consistent  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Cooperative  Plan  that  was  approved  by 
the  County,   City  of  Pleasanton  and  the  SFPUC  in  the 
Letter  Agreement  for  Bernal  Property,   subject  to 
further  refinements  in  the  land  use  plan  that  may  be 
agreed  to  by  the  SFPUC  and  Pleasanton,   the  County  shall 
rescind  all  County  approvals,   including  certification

of  the  EIR.     If  the  SFPUC  and  Pleasanton  agree  that 
substantial  progress  has  been  made  on  the  SFPUC 
development  application  before  Pleasanton,  the  Parties' 
legal  counsel  will  seek,  by  November  1,   1996,  an 
extension  of  the  January  15,   1997  Termination  Date  to 
thirty   (30)   days  after  the  SFPUC  requests  the 
rescission  of  the  County  Approvals  as  provided  above  in 
this  paragraph. 

6.  Nothing  in  this  Agreement  shall  be  deemed  to  limit, 
abrogate  or  waive  any  right  of  County  or  SFPUC  to  raise 
any  claim  or  defense  against  any  individual,   agency  or 
entity  other  than  Pleasanton,   including  defenses 
relating  to  the  statutes  of  limitation, 

7.  This  Agreement  is  intended  solely  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Parties  to  this  Agreement  and  shall  not  be 
construed  to  create  any  rights  in  any  other  person  or 
entity. 

8.  Either  Pleasanton,  the  County  or  SFPUC  may  at  any 
time  during  the  term  of  this  Agreement  terminate  this 
Agreement  by  delivering  written  notice  to  the  other 
Parties,   in  which  case  Pleasanton  would  have  thirty 
(30)   days  from  the  date  of  receipt  of  that  notice  to 
file  a  Lawsuit.     Any  notice  to  the  Parties  under  this 
Agreement  shall  be  given  in  writing,  by  U.S.  mail,  to 
the  following  addressees :
